END OF ROAD FOR 
BUS LANES LOOMS 


BUS lanes in Halesowen town centre 
could be scrapped to help ease con¬ 
gestion after it emerged the council 
was launching a review. 

It follows calls from ward councillors and residents 
to axe the lanes in Bromsgrove Road and Queensway. 
They claim the lanes cause traffic queues to build up 
around the town centre causing delays particularly 
at peak times of the day such as morning rush hour. 


Talks are now under way 
between council bosses, 
Centro and bus operators to 
decide whether the lanes are 
required. 

Members of Halesowen 
Area Committee had voted 
in favour of scrapping the 
lanes including the one in 
Bromsgrove Road between 
Vine Lane and the Mucklow 
Hill island at meeting last 
year. 

They were first installed 
ahead of work starting on 
the town’s new bus station. 

Remained 

Halesowen South ward 
councillor David Vickers 
said they were supposed to 
be a temporary measure 
until it opened in 2008 but 
they have remained in place. 

He said: “They really do 
need to be scrapped because 
they are causing havoc in the 
town. 

“We have been campaign¬ 
ing as councillors to get 
them removed for some 
time. 

“It’s a ridiculous situation 
because it causes the town to 
come to a standstill at 8am 
in the morning. 

“People can be stuck going

nowhere as they try to get 
out of the town for 15 
minutes or more because of 
the queues. 

“Then you get four buses 
coming down the bus lane 
and cutting into traffic 
making it even more diffi¬ 
cult for the traffic to move. 

“The lanes no longer serve 
a purpose and were really 
only meant to be there tem¬ 
porarily but now we can’t 
get rid of them.” 

Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, cabinet member for 
transportation, said talks 
had begun to resolve the 
issues. 

“We are continuing to 
hold discussions with 
Centro and the bus opera¬ 
tors about the future of the 
bus lanes in Halesowen. 

“These discussions are 
very complex to ensure the 
right decision is made, and 
will include looking at how 
useful and effective they are 
in aiding public transport,” 
he added. 


Revamp for shopping centre 

A SHOPPING centre in Stourbridge will be given a facelift 
including a new logo, revamped signs and refurbished units, 
it has been announced. The work at the Ryemarket comes 
as a major regeneration project in the town centre moves 
closer to completion. 

Managers said they wanted to ‘rebrand and refresh’ the 
centre to complement the redevelopment work taking 
place. The Crown Centre scheme will include a Tesco 
supermarket and shop units. It is due to be completed by 
Christmas.

Hippodrome gets stay of execution 


DELIGHTED campaigners bidding to 
save Dudley Hippodrome from demoli¬ 
tion declared they had ‘won the battle 
but not yet the war’ after councillors 
deferred making a decision on its 
future. 

Supporters welcomed the news, 
saying it would give them more time to 
put forward their case for reopening 
the former theatre. 

Councillors agreed to delay deciding 
on a planning application by the 
council to demolish the landmark 
building in Castle Hill to get more 
information on the group’s plans. 


The Friends of Dudley Hippodrome 
group wants to reopen the venue so it 
can stage West End-style shows and 
theatre workshops. 

Chairman Geoff Fitzpatrick said 
today he was pleased the Hippodrome 
had been given a stay of execution but 
said the group wouldn’t rest on its 
laurels. “This does not mean the fight 
is over by any means but it does give us 
more time to put forward our case in 
even more detail than before,” he said. 

Last year Dudley Council 
announced its plan to bring down the 
building as part of a £10 million 


project. But the Friends group 
launched a petition which collected 
more than 20,000 signatures. 

They even submitted a business 
plan for the resurrection of the 
theatre but the council has been told 
by an independent consultant that 
the plan was not viable. 

Councillor Tim Wright said: 
“When it’s gone, it’s gone. 

“I think we really really need to 
make sure every line of discussion 
has been explored before we consent 
to the demolition of the building.”

140 jobs 
to go with 
closure of 
hauliers 

A HAULAGE firm is to close 
its plant in the Black 
Country with the loss of 140 
jobs, it was revealed today. 

French distribution 
company Norbert Dentres- 
sangle will shut its depot in 
Rowley Regis and instead 
invest in a new central UK 
headquarters in Crick, 
N orthamptonshire. 

All 140 jobs at the plant in 
Doulton Road will go but 
staff are being given the 
chance to transfer to the 
Northamptonshire site. 

Mike Bridges, managing 
director of Norbert Dentres- 
sangle transport services, 
said: “In line with our aim of 
continually improving our 
service to customers, 
Norbert Dentressangle is 
investing in a new 285,000sq 
ft facility at Crick for the UK 
Transport Services division. 

“This change will involve 
the transfer of operations 
from our depot at Rowley 
Regis, which will close. The 
proposed relocation will be 
phased and is scheduled to 
begin from January 2014 
and be completed by May.” 

Forklift truck driver Phil 
Mees, aged 44, said: “We 
were told last week that the 
Rowley Regis depot will 
close next March and we will 
all be made redundant. But 
it’s too far for most of us.” 

Mr Mees, a divorcee living 
in Bluestone Walk, Rowley 
Regis, added: “I’ve worked 
here for eight years. We all 
knew this was coming - but 
I’m gutted really.”

Unions hit back over 
equal pay fight claims

TWO workers’ unions have 
spoken out after claims 
hundreds of women were 
let down in their battle for 
equal pay settlements from 
Dudley Council. 

Almost 200 female former and 
current employees attended a 
meeting last week to voice their 
anger at unions and the council over 
the payouts they received. 

Many of the women, which 
include catering staff, cleaners and 
care assistants, claim they were not 
given the right advice from union 
representatives - arguing they 
should have been offered more. 

They say they could have got up to 
£85,000 each, but instead rec-eived 
as little as a few hundred pounds 
from the claims first made in 2010. 
But Andrew Maybury, secretary for 
Dudley General branch of UNISON, 
defended the union today, claiming 
the advice given to each affected 
woman was correct. 

Mr Maybury said: “UNISON’s 
solicitors advised the people who 
had received initial offers from the 
employers to reject them. 

Solicitors 

“However, many people chose to 
go against their advice and accepted 
the offers and legally signed away 
their rights to make further claims. 

“Those people who followed the 
advice of the union’s solicitors and 
rejected the initial offers have, by 
and large, received larger settle¬ 
ment offers.” 

He added: “It is the view of Dudley 
General Branch of UNISON that 
members did receive appropriate 
legal advice and that that advice has 
subsequently proved to be correct. 

“We do not feel that we can be held 
responsible for those members who 
chose to reject the legal advice they 
were given.” 

Gordon Gibbs, secretary for the 
Dudley branch of GMB, also dis¬ 
puted the women’s claims. He said: 
“The council did settle cases we 
were involved in, but it is untrue to 
say we told every person to accept, 
there were instances we told them 
not to take an offer. Obviously, every 
case was different and each one was 
treated on its own accord.” 


Among those at the meeting was 
Helen Downes, aged 48, a senior 
support worker who has worked at 
the council for 11-and-a-half years, 
said they were going to fight for the 
money they were owed. 

The mother of two said: “If we had 
known we would have been offered 
more, we would not have accepted 
those initial offers. We want to find 
someone who will take on our case 
and help us fight for the money we 
are owed.” 

At the meeting they were joined 
by equal pay activist Paul Savage 
who urged the women to write to the 
union bosses and ask them to inves¬ 
tigate how they handled their equal 
pay claims. 

“There are hundreds of women at 
Dudley Council who were given the 
wrong advice and have not received 


the money they were owed,” he said. 
“A proper investigation needs to 
take place into this, and the women 
need someone to help them fight for 
the money they are owed.” 

Alison Darke, 47, from Hale¬ 
sowen, who has worked as a care 
assistant at Dudley Council for nine 
years, said the council and unions 
have treated them appallingly. 

Discuss 

“They have treated us as if we are 
stupid, as if we wouldn’t realise that 
others were being paid more,” she 
said. 

“They told everyone not to discuss 
their claims, in the hope we would 
not realise. The unions have not 
done their job properly and have not 
been on our side, and I know that’s 
because we are women and they did 


not think we were worth fighting 
for.” 

Dudley Council responded by 
saying no further payments would 
be given to those who had signed a 
legal agreement. 

Councillor Gaye Partridge, 
cabinet member for human 
resources, legal and property, said: 
“Equal pay is an incredibly complex 
piece of work and every settlement is 
subject to a legal agreement 
approved by ACAS. 

“Everyone is made fully aware of 
the circumstances when agreeing 
settlements, before making the 
agreement they are advised to take 
their own legal advice and speak to 
trade unions. 

“However, we are unable to make 
any further payments where a legal 
agreement has been signed.” 


Ex-worker's 
pneumonia 
led to death 

A QUADRIPLEGIC former 
factory worker died in hospi¬ 
tal of pneumonia after his 
inability to move left him 
susceptible to chest infec¬ 
tions, an inquest heard. 

Andrew Homer, of Brier- 
ley Hill, was left immobile 
after a disc in his neck mov¬ 
ed years ago and required 
constant care from his 
family and district nurses. 

Dudley Coroners Court 
yesterday heard the 51-year- 
old had been admitted to 
Dudley Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal on September 13 last 
year. 

Senior coroner Mr Robin 
Balmain was told Mr Homer, 
of Leys Road, Brierley Hill, 
had suffered from pressure 
sores for some time despite 
equipment such as a spe¬ 
cialised mattress. 

He was taken to hospital 
for further treatment but 
had failed to respond to 
further courses of antibi¬ 
otics. 

Mr Homer died on Sep¬ 
tember 16, 2012. Mr 

Balmain concluded he had 
died from natural causes.

Peace medal honour for Korean 
War hero Cordon, after death

AN ex-serviceman from the 
Black Country was honoured 
for the vital role he played in 
the Korean War just weeks 
before his death following a 
battle with cancer. 

Gordon Nicoll, 86, was presented 
with a Peace Medal sent by the Korean 
Embassy to recognise his service in 
the campaign at a ceremony held at 
Stourbridge’s Mary Stevens Hospice. 

The medal was created by the Korean 
Government to commemorate the 60th 
anniversary of the conflict and very few 
have been presented to anyone in the UK. 

Mr Nicoll, who lived in Rowley Regis for 
many years, was presented with the award 
by Royal British Legion members David 
Weaver and Derek Wright during the cere¬ 
mony on June 11, which was attended by 
four generations of the former soldier’s 
family. 

Staff at the hospice, in Hagley Road, 
worked to secure the accolade after being 
told Mr Nicoll, who served with the 1st Bat¬ 
talion Argyll and Southern Highlanders, 
had been awarded a Presidential Unit Cita¬ 
tion years ago but had been unable to 
attend the presentation. 

Ceremony 

Mr Nicoll had been a full-time carer for 
his wife, Irene, at the time and could not 
travel to Stirling Castle for the ceremony. 
In later years his family had tried to get a 
citation but they were no longer available. 

The Peace Medal was sent in lieu of the 
citation along with a message from Korean 
defence attache Juhyeon Park expressing 
the country’s ‘heartfelt appreciation for his 
dedication’. 

In a final twist, staff at the hospice 
tracked down and secured a citation for Mr 
Nicoll in America - and presented it to him 
in a smaller ceremony at the hospice on 
June 14. Just days later his condition dete¬ 
riorated and he died on June 24. 

His son Ian said: “When he received the 
Peace Medal he was very emotional. Then 
to finally get a citation, which he had 
wanted for so long, was just icing on the 
cake. I cannot praise staff at the hospice 
enough. They took all the work we had 
done in the past to try and secure an acco-

lade and they just ran with it. It meant so 
much to my father. I am pleased he got to 
hold both those medals before he died.” Mr 
Nicoll leaves behind two children, seven 
grandchildren and seven great-grandchil¬ 
dren. 

He was born in Halfords Lane, West 
Bromwich, on an estate known affection¬ 
ately as The Barracks on May 21 1927 and 
attended schools in Brasshouse Lane and 
Crocketts Lane. He left school at 14 and first 


worked for Midland Red before joining the 
armed forces at the age of 17. Mr Nicoll first 
joined the Black Watch Regiment at the end 
of 1944 and was posted to Germany and 
India. 

He was transferred to the Argyll and 
Southern Highlanders in 1948 serving in 
Palestine and Hong Kong before being dis¬ 
patched to Korea. 

He worked in the military transport 
section - which has the responsibility to 


transporting troops, weapons and food to the 
front lines. He was demobbed at the end of 
1952 and returned to work at Midland Red 
as a heavy commercial vehicle mechanic 
later working for Guest Motors in West 
Bromwich and Yorkshire Imperial Metal 
Industries in Smethwick. 

He married his wife at Smethwick Council 
House in 1954. Ian, who has a sister named 
Jayne, said all the family were all delighted 
to see him receive the accolades.

to council tax benefits 


COUNCIL tax benefits could be cut for low- 
income families in Dudley borough under 
plans to make savings. 

Dudley Council is considering making changes to its 
Council Tax Reduction scheme from April 2014 in order to 
save cash. The council’s decision-making cabinet has alre¬ 
ady formally recommended an 8.5 per cent reduction. 

However it will not make a h by Sharon Marris 
final decision until later this M ° y onciron 
year. A fresh consultation option of an 8.5 per cent cut 


has now been launched to 
get residents’ views on 
whether the scheme should 
continue as it is or the 
changes should be made. 

Last year the Government 
abolished the national 
council tax benefit scheme 
and replaced it with local ini¬ 
tiatives - such as the Council 
Tax Reduction scheme. It 
meant a 10 per cent loss in 
Government funding, aro¬ 
und £2.4 million in Dudley. 

Changing 

Following a consultation, 
the authority decided to 
protect all low income fami¬ 
lies from any cuts in the 
council tax benefits they 
receive. 

But officials today said 
that the authority was 
facing further cuts to its 
funding and a decision had 
to be made on whether to 
make savings by changing 
the reduction scheme. 

Residents are being asked 
to choose between three 
options. The first is to make 
no cut at all while the second 
is the authority’s favoured 


with some protection for vul¬ 
nerable groups. The third 
option is for a 20 per cent cut 
in the amount of council tax 
reduction given by the 
council. This would mean 
low-income families would 
have to pay more council tax. 

Pensioners must be pro¬ 
tected from any changes to 
the scheme - but the consul¬ 
tation asks if any other 
groups should also be pro¬ 
tected if changes are made. 

The consultation can be 
completed at www.dudley. 
gov.uk/benefits 

Alternatively, copies are 
available at Dudley Council 
Plus and all borough libra¬ 
ries. The consultation ends 
on October 18 and a decision 
made later in the year. 

Cabinet member for fin¬ 
ance, Councillor Pete Lowe, 
said: “Last year we made the 
decision to fully protect resi¬ 
dents from the Governm¬ 
ent’s policy change. Howev¬ 
er, finances continue to be 
under severe pressure, 
which means we really need 
to ask local people what they 
think. ”

WE HAVE heard much about 
the rip-off charges of banks, and 
utility providers, but what about 
car insurance providers? 

This week I have been charged 
£45 by my car insurance broker 
for simply changing the number 
plate on my car. 

This ‘administration fee’ is 
nearly a quarter of my annual 
premium. Apparently, £15 of it 
goes to the insurance company 
for updating the documents, and 
the remaining £30 to the broker 
for the onerous task of taking the 
details and passing the informa¬ 
tion on. 

Time for an investigation, I 
think.

World champ Reanne 
breaks from the norm

one woman who combines 
life as a top snooker player 
with being a young mother 

SHE juggles motherhood with 
hours in the practice room per¬ 
fecting big breaks to become 
the queen of women’s snooker. 

Yet the reigning ladies world snooker 
champion Reanne Evans can go unno¬ 
ticed as she joins parents on the school 
run in her home town Dudley. 

The 27-year-old, from Gornal, is top of 
the women’s game, lifting the WLBSA 
World Ladies’ Snooker title nine consec¬ 
utive times. 

But the Black Country’s queen of the 
baize is not content to notch records 
against other women players and is now 
trying to establish herself at the highest 
level of the men’s professional tour. 

While the men’s game is going through 
a commercial revolution at the hands of 
sports magnate Barry Hearn, the 
women’s game often goes unnoticed in 
clubs across the country. 

Devoted 

Reanne scraped together what prize 
money she wins along with support from 
her devoted family to allow her to travel 
on the women’s tour across the country. 

The game is quickly expanding to far- 
flung destinations aboard like the Far 
East and Russia. 

And Reanne is now sharing the spot¬ 
light with the greats of the game includ¬ 
ing ‘The Rocket’ Ronnie O’Sullivan and 
former world champion John Higgins. 

She became the first woman ever to 
reach the final stages of a main ranking 
snooker tournament when she qualified 
for the 2013 Wuxi Classic in China last 
month. 

She received adulation as she was 
mobbed by fans, signing autographs and 
posing for pictures. But despite all her 
success so far she says nothing is more 


satisfying than being a mother to her 
seven-year-old daughter Lauren. 

“It’s brilliant and I hate to be away 
from her,” Reanne explained. “But 
luckily I have built-in babysitters with 
my parents who are a great help to me. 
Also we have Facetime [mobile video 
calling] which has helped a lot. 

“You know you are away on tour and 
that’s your job and you’ve got to do it 
but it helps that she is with my mom and 
dad.” 

“I won one world championship when 
I was seven-and-a-half months preg¬ 
nant with my daughter. I went there 


thinking I couldn’t even reach the 
tables. I always remember when I won I 
put my trophy on my bump.” 

Reanne had her first taste of the game 
growing up with her parents Patricia 
and Kevin when she was a pupil at 
Bishop Milner RC High School. Buil-der 
Kevin helped run a former social club in 
Lake Street, Lower Gornal, with his 
wife, with snooker tables inside. 

The whole family played, with her 
elder brothers Ryan and Richard both 
playing as amateurs when they were 
younger. 

A special table was set aside for Ryan 


to practice until by chance one day 
Reanne picked up a cue and realised she 
had talent. “My elder brother was late 
for practice one day so his mates said 
‘come on pick your cue up, let’s have a 
game’ and we played and I took to it 
straight away,” Reanne says. 

She says she received funny looks from 
men in the clubs, adding: “I was the only 
girl at the time so there was a little bit of 
a thing but I used to beat all of my broth- 
ers’ mates and they’d never come in 
again.” 

She was soon part of Midlands league 
teams at the age of 16 and was encour¬ 
aged to play on the ladies’ tour - all while 
studying part time at sixth form. It was 
not long before success followed and in 
2005 she won her first world title aged 
19. Her father created a purpose-built 
snooker room in the back garden at home 
to help her improve. 

Coverage 

Trophy cabinets are packed full of 
prizes and her burgeoning career has 
also been supported by On Q Promo¬ 
tions. 

But Reanne says she is happy to help 
lead the way for the women’s game to get 
more coverage. 

“I also want other women to be playing 
on the men’s tour,” she said. “I’ve taken 
my coaching badge and I’m now a World 
Snooker coach so if they want me to help 
the ladies then I’d be happy to do it. 

“I want to prove that I can play and 
make a living out of a game that I like 
playing.” 

Reanne has called on businessman 
Barry Hearn, who led the development of 
darts and boxing coverage, to help 
develop the women’s side of the game to 
coincide with his commercial transfor¬ 
mation of snooker. 

Ideas include a mixed doubles event 
and changes to the seeding structure for 
main tournaments to improve competi¬ 
tion and encourage women to play. 

“At the minute there is only me playing 
on the men’s tour but I’d love for there 
to be more,” she said.

Site cleared for £6m hotel 


A FORMER factory has been 
flattened to make way for a £6 
million hotel and restaurant 
aimed at boosting tourism in 
Stourbridge. 

Demolition work is taking place at 
the former Cox Hire premises in Birm¬ 
ingham Street. Buildings on the four- 
acre site - used for many years by the 
firm before it relocated to Netherton - 
have been reduced to rubble. 

Contractors from DSM Demolition, 
which recently pulled down the Bell 
Street multi-storey car park to make 
way for the new Tesco supermarket, 


have been working on site. Once it has 
been cleared, construction work will 
start on the 80-bedroom Premier Inn 
and Brewers Fayre restaurant. It is due 
to be completed by spring 2014. 

The scheme is a joint venture 
between Barberry Developments, 
Whitbread Hotels and Restaurants 
and Cox Hire Ltd. Barberry managing 
director Jon Bellfield said the site was 
an ideal location for a scheme of this 
kind. 

“It is well-positioned for people to 
explore the Black Country and the sur¬ 
rounding countryside,” he said. 

“The scheme will create new jobs, 


attract additional visitors and help to 
support existing businesses in the 
area.” 

Spokesman for Whitbread Hotels 
and Restaurants John Bates said: “The 
new hotel in Stourbridge complements 
others we are soon to open in nearby 
areas, including Dudley. We are looking 
forward to opening our doors to cus¬ 
tomers in spring 2014.” 

Dudley Council granted permission 
for the hotel, which will be built in an 
L-shape at a height of four-storeys, 
earlier this year. Talks are currently 
taking place with potential drive- 
through operators for the site.

WORK is now well under way on 
the new two-storey office 
scheme being built for Stafford¬ 
shire and West Midlands Proba¬ 
tion Trust on Dudley’s Castlegate 
Business Park.

Dan Gallagher, who is joint managing 
director of Stoford said: “We look forward to 
delivering these two important schemes, 
which are the result of outstanding cooper¬ 
ation and excellent team work.” 

Steve Holland, head of asset manage¬ 
ment at the Homes and Communities Agen¬ 
cy said: “We welcome this further develop¬ 
ment at Castlegate which will have a posi¬ 
tive impact on the economy of Dudley.” 

A planning application was submitted to 
Dudley Council by developer Stoford, con¬ 
tracted by the Ministry of Justice. 

The planning permission was granted, 
paving the way for the scheme to start. 

Construction is expected to end by Sep¬ 
tember.

Hippodrome was a magnet 
for a long list of top stars 


THE opening of the elegant Dudley Opera 
House on Monday, September 4,1899 was 
a spectacular event for the town. 

Honoured guests included the Earl and Count¬ 
ess of Dudley, the mayor, and members of the 
town council. 

They were joined by ‘a large and fashionable audi¬ 
ence’ who tested the holding capacity of this ‘handsome 
building, occupying a commanding position’. 

Designed in the Italian Renaissance style, it was 
made of red brick with terracotta dressings, while its 
stage was of such height, width and depth that ‘it will 
allow of the most elaborate scenic effects’. 

That evening it was brought alive with a performance 
of The Mikado by the D’Oyly Carte Repertory Company, 
admirably supported by Dudley’s orchestra. 

It must have been a most proud night for John 
Maurice Clement, the man whose energy and enthusi¬ 
asm had pushed forward this project on land he had pur¬ 
chased from the Earl of Dudley. Born in the town, 
Clement had once worked at the Earl’s estate office, but 
he was always drawn to theatre. 

From involvement in amateur dramatics he became 
a theatrical agent and in 1888 he opened his first 
theatre, The Colosseum in Trindle Road. This had been

a circus but it became the home of drama in Dudley until 
the Opera House was finished. 

Like most owners of similar theatres Clement was 
unable to get by with productions of operas and Shake¬ 
spearian plays. He had to widen the appeal with more 
popular plays and even variety shows. Dudley Opera 
House continued in this vein until 1936 when it closed 
after it was damaged badly by fire. The site was then 
bought by the Kennedy brothers who built the Hippo¬ 
drome theatre and the Plaza cinema next door. 

Streamlined 

A splendid Art Deco building, the Hippodrome was 
designed by Archibald Hurley Robinson, a Birmingham 
architect who was well-known for his Art Deco cinemas. 
This connection explains why from the outside the Hip¬ 
podrome looked like a super-cinema with its stream¬ 
lined fagade. Inside, there were also Art Deco 
decorations. 

The Hippodrome held 1,700 people and was one of the 
biggest and best-known venues across the Midlands. 
There were full houses as top artists and comedians 
appeared. Laurel and Hardy performed there, as did 
Bob Hope - and when he did so, crowds packed the 


approach roads in the hope of getting a glimpse of the 
American star. Variety, plays and musical comedy also 
drew sizeable audiences, while the D’Oyly Carte 
Company with operettas by Gilbert and Sullivan was 
popular, as were spectacular ice shows and celebrated 
pantomimes. But the theatrical heyday was brought to 
an end by the rise of television, and the Hippodrome 
closed as a live venue in February 1964. 

Fortunately, it continued to be a popular venue as a 
bingo club from 1967. Sadly, though, this magnificent 
building has lain empty since 2005 and is threatened 
with demolition. Malcolm Palmer is one of many local 
people who vehemently oppose these plans; instead 
they want the Hippodrome to be brought back into use. 

Here, Malcolm shares with us some of his memories 
of that iconic structure: 

“I first started going to the Hippodrome in the latter 
part of the 1940s with either my parents or my aunt and 
uncle. The pantomimes were always special and a great 
attraction to youngsters like myself. Early recollections 
included seeing Billy Russell in pantomime. 

“Russell was Birmingham-born and in the latter part 
of his life had regular appearances in Crossroads. 

Malcolm was instrumental in starting the Friends of 
the Hippodrome, which is campaigning to bring the 
building back into full and sustainable use.

LIFE-SAVING equipment has been 
donated to a Dudley community. 

A defibrillator has been installed 
at the Royal British Legion building, 
in Summerhill, Kingswinford, for 
use by residents in an emergency. 

An open day was held there 
recently and visitors were given the 
chance to learn life-saving tech¬ 
niques. 

The defibrillator has been 
donated by West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service and South Stafford¬ 
shire First Responders. 

It is located in a yellow box at the 
front of the building. People who 
need to use the equipment in an 
emergency first call 999. They are 
then given the code to unlock the 


box. Emily Bennett, aged 26, from 
Kingsinford, who is both a first 
responder and a member of the 
legion, said: “I approached the club 
to see if they would be interested in 
housing the defibrillator. 

“They were really pleased to do so. 
There have been incidents in the 
past where someone has gone into 
cardiac arrest while in the town. 

“The legion building is the perfect 
location as everyone knows where it 
is.” 

Retired firefighter and chairman 
of Kingswinford Royal British 
Legion George Dudley, 74, said: 
“This is not only as an asset to the 
club but the community as a whole.” 


BEAUTY queen Ruby Bowater is 
calling for new laws banning 
motorists from drinking any 
alcohol before getting behind the 
wheel - after she was caught 
drink-driving. 

Eighteen-year-old Miss Bowater, the 
current Miss West Midlands, has been 
banned from driving for a year and fined 
£110 by Dudley magistrates after admitting 
being over the limit. She claims she had 
drunk just one Southern Comfort and coke 
all night but her 
reading was still 
HOmg alcohol in 
100ml of blood - the 
legal limit is 80mg. 

And she said a 
zero limit was the 
only way to avoid the 
confusion which 
landed her in court, 
where she was also 
ordered to pay £85 
costs and a £20 
victim surcharge. 

Miss Bowater, of 
Weavers Rise, 

Netherton, whose 
great uncle was 
killed in an accident 
with a driver under 
the influence of alcohol, said: “I was really 
shocked when I found I was over the limit - 
I couldn’t believe it. 

“People who know me know that I am not 
a big drinker -1 do a lot of charity work and, 
as a beauty queen, I am a role model and I 
don’t got out and get off my face. 

“I had just one Southern Comfort and it 
was more than five hours later when the 
police stopped me. 

“The law should be changed so that one 
drink is too much,” said the former Hale¬ 
sowen College student, who passed her 
driving test less than six months ago. 

“There should be zero tolerance,” she 
added.

A DISABLED former soldier 
who was so badly burned by a 
bomb attack in Iraq that he 
had to learn to walk again, is 
training to be a pilot. 

And while Karl Hinett is in the air so 
is love because he popped the question 
to his girlfriend. 

The Dudley soldier-turned- 
fundraiser proposed to girlfriend Beth 
Platts, aged 26, on a trip to Japan. 

Now he is in training to get his 
licence with hopes of becoming a com¬ 
mercial pilot when he qualifies. 

Karl, also 26, lives in Dudley with 
Miss Platts, who supported him in his 
epic challenge to run 100 marathons in 
two years in aid of the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital Charity Birmingham, said he 
proposed while they were overseas two 
months ago. 

Amazing 

Although he has a wedding to plan, 
although no date has yet been set, 
Karl, of Stirling Road, will be staying 
focussed on his latest goal. 

He said: “It was funded by Help for 
Heroes and the place where I am actu¬ 
ally training is Blackbushe Airport, 
Surrey. 

“The company who are sorting out 
all the training is a company called 
Aerobility which caters specifically for 
disabled people, so they help get 
people with disabilities and teach 
them to fly. 

“Currently what I am training to do 
is complete my private pilot’s licence 
which in the grand scheme of becom¬ 
ing a pilot is the start of it which 
requires me to do a minimum of 45 
hours of flying. 

“There are numerous exams that I 
have to sit, a lot of theory, but that is 
the first step on the ladder to becoming 
a commercial pilot.” 

Karl started training earlier this 
month and admitted the challenge was

daunting. “It really is nerve-wrack¬ 
ing,” he said. 

“There was no messing about, we 
were straight into the air with the good 
weather we had, so I got a lot of prac¬ 
tise up in the air. 

Tricky 

One of the tricky manoeuvres was 
learning how to cope when the aircraft 
stalls so that was quite nerve-wrack¬ 
ing, but it was amazing and it is all run 
by people who have experienced hard¬ 
ship through their own disabilities and 
the people who run it are amazing.” 

“When the opportunity came along I 
jumped at it,” he added. 

As a private with the Staffordshire 
Regiment, Karl suffered severe burns 
to his hands, legs, arms and face after 


e undertakes training to be a pilot 

the armoured vehicle he was travelling 
in was bombed in Iraq in 2005 while he 
was serving in the Army. 

His injuries were so bad he had to 
painstakingly learn to walk again. 

But he said the experience has made 
him snap up any challenges that come 
his way. 

“I could never imagine half the 
things that I have done now I would 
have done before I was injured,” he 
said. “The injury changed my life, it 
just made me really say ‘y es ’ more 
when opportunities came along. 

“Everyone’s a bit hesitant when 
trying new things, but instead of 
backing down to nerves and uncertain¬ 
ness I just think at least I have tried. It 
has definitely given me a brighter 
outlook on life.”

Couple will fight rules 
that keep them apart

WHEN church pastor Robert Cooper was told 
his beloved wife of 13 years could not join him 
back in the UK because of new immigration 
rules, he said his life had been ripped apart. 

But now after six months _ . . . 

away from each other the ■ b Y Louise Jew 
pair are back in each other’s 
arms and temporarily re¬ 
united - and have vowed to 
continue their fight to be 
together. 

Mr Cooper immediately 
fell in love with his wife-to- 
be Adna, aged 35, while he 
was working as a missionary 
in Sao Paulo, Brazil, and 
after six months he married 
her at Kingswinford Chris¬ 
tian Centre, before the pair 
worked and settled in the 
region for three years. 

But after returning to the 
South American country for 
nine years to teach English 
at a private school and then 
run a church, Mr Cooper, 
aged 38, was told by the 
Borders Agency that he 
could not bring back his wife 
to the United Kingdom. 

Payslips 

The is due toimmigration 
rules introduced last July 
which mean only British 
people who show they have 
earned more than £18,600 a 
year can sponsor their non- 
European spouse’s visa. 

Mr Cooper was earning 
more than that but because 
the First Renewal Presbyte¬ 
rian Church is a non-profit 
organisation, he cannot get 
payslips for the application, 
in order to prove his earn¬ 
ings. 

The authorities have now 
let Mrs Cooper return to the 


Black Country tor six 
months only on a tourist’s 
visa while the couple appeal 
the original decision and 
make a new application to 
the Home Office. 

They hope to win their 
battle by arguing the rules 
breach their human rights 
by keeping them apart. 

Mr Cooper, who returned 
to live with his parents 
Robert and Katherine in 
Comber Drive, Pensnett, in 
March, said: “We are just 
overjoyed to be back 
together but there is still a 
long way to go so we just 
need to keep fighting.” 

He added: “It is totally 
unjust. We know this is only 
temporary but we just want 
to enjoy it for now.” 

Mr Cooper taught in 
Brazil before becoming a 
pastor. Last year he 
returned to set up a church 
in London and assumed his 
wife, aged 34, would follow 
after submitting an applica¬ 
tion for an indefinite visa for 
her but it was rejected. 

Mr Cooper was brought 
up in Pensnett and attended 
Pensnett School. He worked 
for Laidler Steels before 
heading out on church 
mission for Kingswinford 
Christian Centre in 1999. 
Mrs Cooper worked at the 
former Kwick Save in Pear 
Tree Lane, Dudley.

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Fence vandals under fire after teen 
tragedy in pool at disused quarry 



Drowned - Augusto 


A CORONER has criticised van¬ 
dals who damaged a fence ar¬ 
ound a disused quarry allowing 
youngsters to access the site, 
including a teenager who 
drowned in a pool there, as an 
inquest ruled his death was 
accidental. 

Police said the firm which had owned 
the site did ‘everything it reasonably 
could’ to secure the pool known locally as 


the Blue Lagoon near Himley. A jury yes¬ 
terday took less than 30 minutes to return 
a verdict of accidental death on the death 
of 15-year-old Augusto Zacarias. 

Jurors heard Augusto and a group of 
friends had entered the site, through a gap 
in a fence on July 25 last year. The teen¬ 
ager, who could not swim, had slipped 
from a ledge and into the marl hole pool, 
near the Crooked House pub, Himley. 

His friends had desperately tried to 
help him but the teenager had panicked. 

Jurors heard his friends had managed 


to get him to the side of the pool but, in his 
fear, he had pulled away from the edge. 

Emergency services were called but 
Augusto disappeared beneath the water. 

Giving evidence at the hearing at 
Smethwick Coroner’s Court, John Davies, 
health, safety and environment manager 
at Wienerberger, which owned the site at 
the time of the tragedy said: “On the 
morning this tragedy took place we had a 
contractor out to repair the fence as there 
had been trespassers on the day before,” 
he said. “There was a situation where 


repairs could be done in the morning and 
the fence could be damaged again later the 
same day.” 

And he added 4x4 vehicles had been 
used to tear down the fence previously. 

Senior Coroner Mr Robin Balmain said: 
“The damage to the fence was caused by 
someone from the community. The people 
who have done this know who they are 
and will need to live with the fact that 
what they did will undoubtedly have been 
an encouragement for these boys to go 
onto the site.” 


Councillor climbs 
every mountain 

VETERAN fundraiser, Dudley councillor 
Steve Waltho has climbed every mountain, at 
least in the Lake District valley of Wasdale, for 
his latest challenge. 

Adventurous Steve, aged 57, tackled four 
routes, conquering 20 peaks, including 
England’s highest mountain, Scafell Pike. 
The expedition took a total of 29 hours, cover¬ 
ing 40 miles with a total ascent of 15,000ft. 

The representative of St Thomas’s ward in 
Dudley, said: “Giving something back to those 
less fortunate whilst still able to enjoy the out¬ 
doors is a win-win situation for me. I did ques¬ 
tion my own sanity one evening whilst 
desperately trying to shelter behind rocks at 
2,500ft in a torrential thunderstorm.” 

He estimates that, thanks to the help of col¬ 
leagues at Solvay in Oldbury and at Dudley 
Council, he will raise about £1,500 to split 
among Leukemia Care, Action Heart, Dudley 
Cancer Support and West Midlands Lupus.

It follows previous successful bids by the council, includ¬ 
ing an award of £36,000 to forge ahead with plans to trans¬ 
form the first floor of the boarded-up Merlin’s Cafe and 
Wine Bar in Wolverhampton Street, Dudley, into one- 
bedroom apartments.

CAMPAIGNERS fighting to 
save a threatened care home 
in Dudley organised a gar¬ 
dening event for residents as 
part of their bid to prove its 
worth to council bosses. 

The future of New Bradley Hall, 
Kingswinford is being reviewed by 
Dudley Council as part of a wider 
examination of adult social care in the 
borough. 

The council had back-tracked on 
plans to close the home in Compton 
Drive last April - but no long-term 
commitment has been made for the 
site, which has just over 20 elderly res¬ 
idents. 

An action group led by Mac Scott 


MBE has been lobbying new adult 
social care boss at the council, Council¬ 
lor Dave Branwood, to keep the home 
open. 

Last week, Mr Scott arranged a gar¬ 
dening event for the residents to show 
the benefits the care home was provid¬ 
ing its users. 

Craftwork 

The home also provides activities 
such as shopping, music, craftwork 
and outdoor visits. 

Mr Scott said: “I want to prove to the 
council the home is not just somewhere 
people are put to let them die - they are 
given fun and enjoyment and no-one 
wants to leave. 

“Many of the residents have lived 
there for more than 10 years. They 


don’t want change, they want to stay 
put with their friends and the carers 
they trust. 

“We hope to keep reminding the 
council of this, of course we are still 
concerned they have not committed 
long-term.” Mr Scott’s mother-in-law 
Irene Claridge, aged 96, is cared for at 
the home. 

She was among 5,000 who signed a 
petition to save the home when its 
closure was first proposed. He said: 
“This is a wonderful Dudley Council- 
owned care home and the residents are 
extremely happy and contented living 
there.” 

Mr Scott has been told to wait until 
the end of the summer to hear the 
result of the council’s review into adult 
social care in the borough.

Flying the flag for best 
in hostin' Black Country

FROM the Newcomen Engine 
to Titanic’s anchor, from 
faggots and paes to the 
unmistakeable taste of 
orange, battered chips - the 
Black Country has plenty to 
shout loudly and proudly 
about. 

But a single flag flying from a 
government office in London was 
the only mark of a day to celebrate 
all that is good about it. 

Now an MP wants to make Black 
Country Day an annual event that 
shares pride in industry, culture and 
heritage. 

Tom Watson is canvassing opinions 
from politicians and residents across 
the four boroughs of the Black Country 
about what should be included if the day 
becomes a fixture in the calendar. 

Competition 

It comes after the Department of 
Communities and Local Government 
marked Black Country Day by raising a 
specially-designed banner on the 
anniversary of the invention of the 
Newcomen steam engine on July 14, 
which has pride of place at the Black 
Country Living Museum. 

The banner depicts a chain link on a 
black, white and red background and 
was designed last year as part of a com¬ 
petition. 

The winning entry was by Gracie 
Sheppard, of Redhill Primary School, in 
Stourbridge and recalls the famous 
description of the Black Country by 
Elihu Burrit that it was ‘black by day 
and red by night’ owing to the smoke 
and fires of industry. 

But other than that no celebrations

were held at all and even the Black 
Country Society, which supported the 
creation of the flag admits it passed its 
members by as did the Black Country 
Living Museum. Mr Watson wants to 
emulate the annual Yorkshire Day held 
on August 1 when towns across the 
northern county come together to hold 
events. 

The MP for West Bromwich East said: 
“Yorkshire Day has been celebrated 
since 1975 and I think we should repli¬ 
cate it in the Black Country.” 


He added that politicians and civil 
servants in London often had little 
knowledge of the Black Country: “When 
I was a minister I was amazed how few 
civil servants knew that if you wanted to 
go to West Bromwich you get a train to 
Sandwell and Dudley, rather than Birm¬ 
ingham.” 

Calendar 

Mick Pearson, who edits the Black 
Countryman magazine for the Black 
Country Society, said: “I knew about the 


flag being flown but I must admit the 
day got lost or forgotten.We’ve missed 
the boat for this year but I think it 
should be on the calendar.” 

Andrew Lovett, director and chief 
executive, Black Country Living Mus¬ 
eum, said: “We’ll do more next year at 
the museum.”

Anyone looking closely at this 
picture of superstars Noel Gallagher, 
Russell Brand and Morrissey enjoying 
a night out at The Cat and Fiddle on 
Hollywood’s Sunset Boulevard will 
notice a touch of the Black Country 
lurking among the stars. 

The wall of the fabled bar is adorned 
with none other than bus blinds from 
the West Midlands and Staffordshire, 
bearing names of stopping points such 
as Essington, Bradley, Coseley, 
Wednesbury, Stourbridge, Pattingham 
and Cheslyn Hay. 

Manually 

The old destination blinds, used by 
drivers to display where they were 
going to, have been hanging in the Cat 
and Fiddle for more than 20 years. 

The full list is of 60 destinations 
ranging from West Bromwich to Worn- 
bourne, Bilbrook to Blakeley Green, 
Princes End to Penn Fields and Bilston 
to Bloxwich. 

They used to be wound on manually 
by drivers. Today’s buses have elec¬ 
tronic displays. 

The Cat and Fiddle, where the blinds 
are displayed, has been a British 
themed pub in Hollywood for more 
than 30 years and was opened by Lon¬ 
doner Kim Gardner, the bassist with 
bands such as Creation and Ashton, 
Gardner & Dyke, who recorded three 
albums and had a number three hit in 
1971 with Resurrection Shuffle. 

The Cat and Fiddle moved from its 
original premises on Laurel Canyon 
Boulevard to 6,350 Sunset Boulevard. 
Kim Gardner died in 2001 but his

widow Paula and daughter Ashlee con¬ 
tinue to run the pub. Ashlee, aged 30, 
said the blinds had been bought at an 
antiques fair in the Midlands by her 
father - but she did not know where. 

She said: “They seem to be popular 
with the customers and British people 
are interested in them.” 

Youth 

Ashlee said her father was proud of 
his English heritage and ‘wanted to 
celebrate that in LA’. 

Kevin Chapman, from the West Mid¬ 
lands Campaign for Better Transport, 


Ashlee Gardner, who runs the bar 

said: “The blinds would either be from 
Midland Red or perhaps the old Wol¬ 
verhampton Transport Corporation.” 

Former Darlaston man Stephen 
Page, who left his job as a Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Council youth worker in the 1990s 
to move to Hollywood, said he had 
visited the bar in 1994 when the blinds 
were on the ceiling. 

Destination blinds are seen as collec¬ 
tors’ items. One from the former 
Wolverhampton Transport Corpora¬ 
tion or its successor WMPTE believed 
to date from the 1970s sold for £82 on 
eBay in May.

David hopes his new 
role is a class apart 


W hen he’s not swimming for 
charity, scoping out variety 
acts on Britain’s Got Talent, or 
writing children’s books, David 
Walliams is a brilliant comedy actor. 

Despite the fact he’s not done 
anything comedic on our screens for a 
while, his CV is crammed with classic 
moments, characters and 
catchphrases. 

And Walliams makes a welcome 
return to our screens tonight, albeit 
without Little Britain sidekick Matt 
Lucas, disappointingly, in this new 
six-part sitcom. 

Despite many of us stating our 
happiest and most amusing days 
were those we spent at school, the 
classroom has been a relatively 
untapped resource of material for 
comedy writers until recent years. 

However, following the runaway 
success of The Inbetweeners and the 
promise of the Jack Whitehall vehicle 
Bad Education in recent years, the 
Beeb have commissioned another 
classroom comedy. 

Just like the latter, Big School is set 
in and around a dysfunctional staff 
room, and also like Bad Education, 


there is a story of unrequited love 
between two the teachers at the 
centre. 

Walliams explains: “I wanted to do 
something a bit like Remains Of The 
Day - the story of these two servants 
who were in love with each other but 
they can’t quite express it. 

“I was thinking what could be the 
modern take on that? I thought well a 
school’s quite a good environment 
because you don’t get any privacy at 
school. 

‘There’s always corridors teaming 
with kids, staff rooms, dining rooms, 
whatever. So I thought that could be a 
rather good setting and I thought it’s a 
universal experience that 99 per cent 
of us went to school, or have got kids 
at school.” 

Walliams plays 40-something 
Deputy Head of Chemistry Mr 
Church, who is about to resign from 
Greybridge following a particularly 
dramatic experiment with liquid 
nitrogen and 1000 ping pong balls. 

But the arrival of new French teacher 
Miss Postern changes his mind. 

‘They’re quite suited to each other in 
some ways that you think well who 


else is going to have you,” says 
Catherine Tate, who plays Miss 
Postern. 

“The seed is planted at the 
beginning for Mr Church. He’s quite 
taken with her and of course she’s 
quite flattered that someone could go 
to such lengths. 

“It’s nice that throughout the series 
he makes quite grand gestures that of 
course all fall completely flat on their 
face. But everyone likes a grand 
gesture.” 

Although some of the characters 
may appear cliched, the top-notch 
cast makes the staff of Big School a 
bit more believable and funny than the 
aforementioned Bad Education. 

One of these is lothario PE teacher 
Mr Gunn (Philip Glenister) who makes 
no secret of wanting to “plough” the 
new member of staff, prompting Mr 
Church to take advice from a pupil on 
how to succeed with women in 
tonight’s opening episode. 

However, Mr Church’s phone doesn’t 
send picture messages, so he can’t 
follow Manyou’s first suggestion, so 
that just leaves the option of offering 
Miss Postern a lift home. _

Chevrolet's getting on right Ttax 



Look at me - the new Chevrolet Trax is an instant attention-grabber thanks to its elegant styling

IT WAS way back in the mid-1930s that 
Chevrolet introduced the motoring world to 
its very first sports utility vehicle - the Carryall 
Suburban. And now 78 years later, the 
company is aiming to make a similar impact 
on the compact SUV market with the dynamic 
looking Trax. 

Entering such a fiercely competitive segment and taking 
on the likes of the established Nissan Qashqai and Juke is 
a brave move and suggests Chevrolet has every confidence 
in the Trax. 

And why not indeed? Because this beautifully crafted 
model with its bold, ready-for-action stance is packed with 
technical wizardry, offers excellent economy and boasts 
driving dynamics to match. 

Elegant 

In fact, the Trax could be the perfect model for anyone 
who wants all the benefits of a full-blooded SUV combined 
with the handling and economy of a smaller car. 

The vehicle is an instant attention-grabber thanks to its 
elegant styling. It features muscular rear haunches, pro¬ 
nounced wheel arches, a rear spoiler, sweeping light clusters 
and a double grille with Chevrolet’s iconic bowtie emblem 
sitting proudly in the middle. 

Buyers can select from two trim levels - LS and LT - and 
both come with a whole host of techno treats as standard, 
which is a real bonus as many manufacturers rake up the 
asking price of vehicles with a selection of optional extras. 

But that’s not the case with the Trax which starts from 


just £15,495 and rises to £20,495. There is a choice of 
engines - a 1.4-litre turbo and 1.6-litre petrol versions, and 
a 1.7-litre turbo diesel version. 

An automatic transmission is available on the diesel Trax 
and all manual models are fitted with a start/stop function 
to maximise fuel efficiency. 

In addition, many models are equipped with Chevrolet’s 
highly efficient intelligent all-wheel-drive system which 


means never being caught out by one of Mother Nature’s 
bad mood swings. The interior is light and spacious with all 
dials and controls perfectly positioned for driver usability. It 
has an ultra-modern and chic feel to it and Chevrolet has 
introduced a state-of-the-art system called MyLink which 
means occupants can stay connected to their media devices 
on the go. 

There is a very competitively-priced app that can be 


downloaded called BRINGGO which does exactly that and 
brings sat nav capabilities to the Trax. Such innovative 
technology is exactly what buyers demand these days and 
Chevrolet appears to have delivered on all counts with 
MyLink. So the Trax looks full of charm and charisma, has 
sufficient on-board technology to keep the geekish of techies 
amused for hours and has room to accommodate five adults 
with plenty of scope for luggage. 

In fact, the boot offers 1,370 litres of storage space with 
the rear seats folded flat. 

But how does the Trax perform when confronted with 
sharp mountain inclines, fast motorways and even off-road 
challenges? The answer is... admirably. 

We put a couple of models that Chevrolet believes will be 
the biggest sellers through their paces and they didn’t dis¬ 
appoint. irst up was the 1.4-litre petrol turbo model in 
range-topping LT trim with six-speed manual gearbox 
priced at £19,795. 

This car can reach 62mph from a standing start in 9.8 
seconds and tops out at 121mph. 

It can deliver 44. lmpg on a combined run and has carbon 
emissions of 149g/km. 

With ample power on tap, the Trax easily dealt with 
winding roads and acceleration was smooth and rapid 
through the gears. 

There was very little roll and minimal road surface and 
engine noise. Comfort levels were excellent and any obsta¬ 
cles put in its path were overcome with ease. 

We even took the vehicle off-road and it coped effortlessly 
with a gravelled course that included a number of tricky 
climbs. 

Next up was the more frugal 1.7-litre turbo diesel model 
with its combined fuel efficiency of 57.6mpg and emissions 
of 129g/km. This car, again in LT trim and priced at £20,495, 
can sprint from 0-62mph in 9.4 seconds and has a top speed 
of 114mph.

Motability 
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Swift move for Suzuki 
to fill a gap in market

SUZUKI has made its name as 
a maker of small cars and 
4x4s, so it comes as a surprise 
that it’s taken until now to 
combine the two. 

But as traditional SUVs have grown 
larger and more expensive, there’s a 
clear gap in the market for a car with all- 
weather ability that’s cheaper to buy 
and run than many standard hatch¬ 
backs. 

After all, by no means everyone who 
lives in the countryside is a millionaire, 
and for the environmentally conscious 
there are few greener alternatives, with 
fuel consumption averaging better than 
50mpg. 

So, enter the Suzuki Swift 4x4, based 
on the Japanese company’s best-selling 
hatchback, which could be yours for a 
little over £12,600. 

Kettle 

Its main competitor is the Fiat Panda. 
Yes Suzuki still produces the Jimny but 
that’s a different kettle of fish. 

It’s a more traditionally built 4x4, a 
sort of baby Vitara, but its accomplished 
off-road performance requires compro¬ 
mises which impact on its ride comfort 
and handling on the road. Not so the 
Swift 4x4: in fact from its appearance or 
driving experience you’d be hard 
pressed to spot any differences with the 
standard hatchback. Unless, that is, you 
pay an extra £1,000 for the top-of-the- 
range model with its special bodykit. 

There are no levers or buttons to 
worry about. 


The four-wheel drive system is fully 
automatic with a viscous coupling pro¬ 
portionally directing power to the rear 
wheels when the front ones start to slip. 
The coupling is little bigger than a 
clenched fist: in fact the whole 4x4 
system adds just 65kg to the car’s 
weight. The result is little impact on per¬ 
formance, just 5mpg less and a lOg/km 
increase in C02 emissions. 

The test drives took place in North 
Wales, with 20 miles or so of steep 
inclines and dirt tracks through the 
Berwyn Mountains, where first and 
second gears were the order of the day. It 
was pleasantly surprising to find we had 
averaged 42mpg, so 50mpg should be 
entirely feasible in day-to-day use. Both 
4x4 models are powered by the Swift 


range’s 1.2-litre petrol engine, one of the 
most powerful in its class with 94PS on 
tap. With a 0 to 62mph time of 13.3 
seconds it’s a little slower off the mark 
than the standard hatchback. Yet it 
doesn’t seem to struggle - its perform¬ 
ance on the open road, and at motorway 
speeds, was something of a revelation 
with low noise levels and a civility which 
would be the envy of cars with much 
more power to spare. The extra 25mm 
ride height (to accommodate the 4x4 
system and give those who venture off 
road a bit more ground clearance) 
doesn’t seem to have affected the road 
holding or supple ride, either. 

That’s as it should be. This new Swift 
is not aimed at wannabe explorers, it’s a 
car for those who need to drive come 


rain, sleet or snow and who want the 
extra traction and security of four-wheel 
drive at an affordable price. 

Suzuki is dipping its toes into a new 
market sector so - for the time being at 
least - there isn’t the option of a 4x4 with 
the Swift range’s 1.3-litre diesel engine. 
But with the petrol engine’s economy, 
lower price and the petrol/diesel price 
differential that’s only likely to be an 
issue for higher mileage drivers. 

Standards 

The 4x4 comes in five-door, five seat 
SZ3 and SZ4 grades, the two best- 
equipped models in the Swift range. List 
prices are £13,819 and £15,739 but - at 
least until September - Suzuki has 
included the new car in its ‘VAT free’ 
offer. 

That works out At £12,616 and 
£13,116 respectively. 

The SZ3 is well-equipped by 
class/price standards with ABS and 
other electronic braking systems, plus 
an electronic stability programme 
helping the four-wheel drive to keep you 
safe. 

Front, side and curtain airbags are 
also standard, along with convenience 
features such as electric windows, 
driver’s seat and steering wheel multi¬ 
adjustment, electrically-heated and 
adjustable door mirrors, manual air con¬ 
ditioning, and a radio/CD player with 
remote controls on the steering wheel. 

Step up to the SZ4 and you also get 
automatic air conditioning, automatic 
headlamps and a 4x4 body kit. The 
wheel arch extensions, side skirts and 
front and rear skid plates emphasise the 
fact you’ve got the 4x4 version, as well as 
offering some protection over uneven 
ground.

Honda tops reliability table 



Honda’s HR-V - as the marque continues to dominate reliability tables 


HONDA is the most reliable 
used car manufacturer in the 
UK for the eighth consecutive 
year, according to research by 
What Car? and Warranty Direct. 

The Japanese brand topped the 
survey of 38 manufacturers and 
50,000 live Warranty Direct policies 
on three to eight-year old vehicles. 

Once again, Asian manufacturers 
dominated the study of the most reli¬ 
able brands, with Suzuki and 
Hyundai second and third behind 
Honda. Only Chevrolet and Ford 
break the Far Eastern stranglehold 
of the top 10. 

At the other end of the scale, 
luxury and prestige marques 
Bentley, Land Rover and Porsche are 
the most likely to break down - 86 
per cent of Bentleys suffer a problem 
each year, making it Britain’s least 
dependable car maker. 

What Car? editor-in-chief Chas 
Hallett said: “Honda’s success in the 
reliability stakes is down to low 
failure rates, and when cars do go 
wrong they’re easy and cheap to fix. 

“Reliability is one of the key 
attributes that buyers look for when 
looking to make a used purchase, so 
manufacturers that can demon¬ 


strate that quality will always fare 
well. 

“The manufacturers at the 
bottom end of the table could learn a 
thing or two from their Japanese 
counterparts.” 

Warranty Direct managing direc¬ 
tor Duncan McClure Fisher said: 
“Household budgets are already 
strained, so the last thing you want 
is a vehicle that costs you yet more 
unwanted bills. 

“That is why it pays to research 
cars before you buy - make the 
wrong choice and you could land 
yourself with a car that causes you 
nothing but hassle and money.” 

Overall, the most reliable models 
are the Mitsubishi Lancer and Vaux- 
hall Agila, both of which also star as 
the cheapest to repair. The least reli¬ 
able model is the Audi RS6 but the 
iconic Porsche 911 is the most 
expensive to fix, with an eye-water¬ 
ing average repair bill of £1157.04. 

Electrical faults are the most 
common across all cars, with almost 
a quarter (23.5 per cent) needing a 
visit to the garage in an average year. 
Axle and suspension faults are also 
common, affecting 22 per cent of 
cars.

A minute’s applause is 
being discussed with many 
former players and team¬ 
mates expected to be invited 
to pay their respects.

Odemwingie foreign switch ruled out

ALBION striker Peter 
Odemwingie has ruled out a move 
abroad and is ready to stay at The 
Hawthorns if he cannot seal a 
Premier League move. 

Albion have rejected three bids 
from the Premier League and the 
Nigeria international will resist 
any transfer out of the top flight 
despite continued interest from 
Dubai-based club A1 Nasr. 

He is ready to leave the Baggies 
but the Hawthorns hierarchy have 
turned down three bids of around 
£1.5m plus add-ons from English 
top-flight clubs including West

Ham and Fulham. A1 Nasr have 
revived their interest in the 32- 
year-old and held fresh talks with 
the Baggies in recent days, 
although reports of an increased 
bid of £1.5m from the Middle East 
outfit are premature. 

They previously had an £850,000 
offer rejected out of hand. 

However, Odemwingie will fight 
any attempt by the Baggies to 
offload him to a foreign club or a 
Championship side and is intent on 
staying in the English top flight. 


That leaves Baggies bosses with 
four weeks to agree a deal with a 
Premier League club before the 
transfer window closes or be left 
with the prospect of the forward - 
who has been frozen out of the first 
team picture since the start of pre¬ 
season - remaining on their wage 
bill. 

Odemwingie has been in open 
dispute with the Baggies since sub¬ 
mitting a transfer request in 
January. 

Albion have taken a strong 
squad to Cork on a pre-season tour, 
with defenders Jonas Olsson and 


Gabriel Tamas the only notable 
absentees in the party that flew 
from Birmingham on Tuesday. 

New signing Diego Lugano was 
among the travelling party, while 
winger Kemar Roofe is the only 
youngster in the squad. 

Meanwhile, Albion remain in 
discussions over deal to bring Man¬ 
chester City winger Scott Sinclair 
to The Hawthorns on loan. 

The Baggies are optimistic a deal 
can be done before the start of the 
Premier League season but they 
believe negotiations still have some 
way to run.

Football’s 
soul could 
be in peril 
says chief 

PLAYERS’ leader Gordon 
Taylor says football is in 
danger of losing its soul. 

The Professional Foot¬ 
ballers Association chief 
executive wants modern 
football to show money is 
not its sole driving force.

I was 
making the point that I 
don’t want people thinking 
it’s all about money, where 
money is the only gauge of 
success. 

“I think the game is in 
danger of losing its soul. I 
think about youngsters 
playing football, having the 
facilities, aspiring to be like 
heroes and we’re not 
working hard enough on 
that.”
